Most of us, fortunately, are able to communicate on Several 
levels. The choice of words we use in describing a baseball game 
to another baseball fan differs from the words we use in talking 
about the game with a dignified older person. We express ourselves 
differently when we talk to our friends and relatives and when 
we get up to speak at a parent-teachers’ mecting, We must learn 
that certain expressions accepted at one level are incorrect or out 
of place on others. 

The word "got" may be properly used informally when we talk 
with close friends; but it is out of place in a formal letter. 

Most of us have very little trouble expressing ourselves infor- 
mally. However, we must become conscious of the levels of usage. 
If we do not practice speaking and thinking often on the formal 
level, then self-consciousness and errors may quiet us when the 
occasion calls for action on the formal level. 

The important thing that you must learn is that levels are not 
to be confused. To illustrate what we mean by language level, read 
one of the classics; here we have formal writing at its best. Now 
turn to a light novel; notice how simple the language is. Notice 
the colloquialisms—everyday language—even the slang in it. 

When you must write a report you are being called on to prac- 
tice at the most dignified level—the formal. Here's a sample of 
formal writing: 

“1 have always cherished a secret longing for a lovely young 
lady in my class. For a full year I longed to tell her of my 
deep affection and admiration for her. But every time I re- 
Solved to do it, my heart would pound so loudly that 1 feared 
She would hear it and become as frightened as 1 was." 


Notice the choice of words. Formal, almost stiff. You can almost 
tell what kind of boy it is who is writing it, can't you? 

Remember, though, that formal English need not be flowery and 
stiff. When you must present what you have to say or write in 
formal English, it ought to sound natural and free and comfort- 
able. It can be dignified without using big words and high-sound-: 
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ing phrases. It can be correct, and still be colorful, lively and intez- 
esting. 

On the other hand, when you speak to your parents or friends 
you are called upon to use everyday words—colloquial. On the 
language ladder, colloquialisms are just one rung below formal 
-words and one rung higher than slang. Let's take the paragraph 
above and convert it into everyday Janguage—colloquial.

We soon realize good spelling, like good manners, is a definite 
social and business asset. Seldom are we called upon to prove 
that we know the proper method of greeting the President of the 
United States. Rarely are we called upon to spell correctly names 
like the following one, a form of synthetic rubber— 

monochlorotrifluoroethylenefluorocarbonelastomer! 

Yet how often people judge us on our table manners and on 
our ability to introduce one person to another. How often 
people judge us upon our ability to spell correctly the simpler 
words of the language, the everyday words of business or social 
discussions. Good spelling, like good manners, ‘helps us in our 
social contacts. And both séts of habits can be learned! Yes, 
Jearned easily, if we are willing to exert the effort,

3. Don’t ease your conscience by Spelling a word one way one 
time and a second way the next time in the hope that you 
will be 50 per cent correct, Fifty per cent is not a passing 
mark!

Tes hard to believe that the twenty-six letters in the English 
alphabet could be combined to make a million different words. 
The letters have not been strung together by chance to form words, 
however, Those letters form patterns that are easily recognizable. 

Just as the United States is a melting pot of all the nationalities 
of the world, so is American English. The origins of the words we. 
use can be traced to all the other languages of the world. Some of 
our words have been lifted wholesale from other languages. Some. 
have their sources in other tongues, but haye been changed in, 
spelling and pronunciation through the years, 1 
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Scholars have traced the origins of the English language back 
through generations. They have discovered that people living in 
countries as far apart as Central Asia and Western Europe speak 
Janguages that are derived from a parent language that is about 
4000 years old. As people wandered around the world they carried 
their language with them, they picked up.words from peoples they 
met, they imposed their language on peoples they conquered, 
There has been a vast interchange and mixture of all these lan- 
guages. The result is the strong, sometimes delicate, reasonable, 
yet sometimes illogical, colorful, yet sometimes dull language that 
"we speak. 

"Thousands and thousands of our everyday words are based on 
Latin and Greek words. The original Anglo-Saxon has been 
colored by additions from practically every language in the world, 
The following familiar words are contributions of other languages;

PREFIXES AND SUFFIXES 


New words are usually a combination of old words. Many 
English words are the result of combining and exchanging parts of 
existing words. Understanding the elements that were combined to 
create words can prove more than just interesting. Knowing the 
ingredients of a word can increase accuracy in spelling and in tho 
ability to guess the meaning of words. 


PREFIX 


A prefix usually consists of a single syllable that is always 
added to the beginning of a word. i 
For example: when the prefix im is added to the beginning of 
the word proper, the meaning of the word is changed from correct 

to not correct. 
Here are a few more examples of how the meanings of words 
аге changed by the addition of prefixes:
